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Cumming 
for Roos:

Doug Brown and Oscar Crino of South Melbourne Hel- 
las, and Tommy Cumming of Melbourne Croatia look set 
to be elevated to international status by Socceroo coach 
Frank Arok for the international series in May-June. 

The series will be against Glasgow Rangers, and probably Manchester 


United, Fiorentina and Iraklis. 


Australia will field two national teams — ‘A’ and 
“B’. .While the ‘A’ team plays, say, in Sydney, the 
*B’ team will bs playing perhaps in Adelaide. It is an 
exercise aimed at maximising the number of 
matches and gate receipts. 

Arok will name up to 40 players to be split into 
two squads. 

In doing so he will be seeking advice from assist- 
ants to be named this week in each State, and also 
from club coaches and State coaching directors. 

Brown, Crino and Cumming look certain to be 
among the 40. 

David Skeen (St George), Howard Tredin- 
nick (Melita Eagles), Rob O’Shea (St George), 
Robbie Slater (St George) and Roy Cotton 
{Penrith) are other possible newcomers to the 
national squad. 

Arok said during the three-match series against 
England last year that his ideal Is to build a national 
side around a nucleus of players from the one or 
two most successful club teams in the Jand. 

St George Budapest obviously would be one of 
them. Sydney City Hakoah used to be the other, 
but its players aren't getting any younger, and 
while John Kosmina remains an obvious thoice in 
attack, it is South Melbourne Hellas which has re- 
placed Hakoah among the oalite- 

And so back to Brown and Crino. 

What more can be said or written about Brown, 
who was top scorer in the NSL last season? It's all 
been said before. Quite simply, he's the bast for- 
ward in Australia! 

Arok saw Crino more as a sweeper last 
year. Without having had the chance to study 
him in NSL matches, Arok no doubt remem- 
bered Crino better as the sweeper in Austra- 
lia’s youth team in the 1981 World Youth 
Championship. 

Crino never enjoyed playing sweeper. He 
felt it curtailed his soccer education, and 
wanted rather to be in the thick of the action. 


Now, after a year of playing midfield in the 
NSL, he’s known as the magician, he can 
conjur up miracles on the field — and that’s 
not journalistic exaggeration. 

Coaches who previously saw him as a 
player of extreme skill but insufficient grit 
have done an about-turn. Crino is as physical 
as the rest, and because his skills are more 
highly polished now, he has few peers in Aus- 
tralian soccer. 

Tommy Cumming played the last of his 12 
Socceroo games (4 full caps) against 
Czechoslovakia in 1980, before injury inter- 
rupted his career. He had been on the Socce- 
roos’ tour of China and Taiwan in 1979, and 
had played against Partizan Belgrade and the 
New York Cosmos at home. Cumming also 
has played 14 games for Victoria and at 27, he 
is very much in his prime and has recovered 
completely from the injury that almost fin- 
ished him. Cumming is not only a deadly 
goalscorer, but also can be used on the flank 
or in midfield, Victorian soccer abounds with 
superlatives about this player, who has won 
two Rothmans Medals and two Bill Fleming 
Medals. 

Let’s have another look at the ‘‘big two”? — 

St George and Hellas. 

It would be quite easy for Arok to field a 
mixture of both as his two national teams, but 
he won't, of course. Those who definitely 
should be included, are: 

ST GEORGE: David Skeen, David Rat- 
cliffe, Mike O’Shea, Rob O'Shea, Robbie Sla- 
ter. 

HELLAS: Peter Laumets, Bobby Russell, 
Steve Blair, Alan Davidson, Carl Halford, Ken 
Murphy, Oscar Crino, Doug Brown. 

I'd also go for John Yzendoorn, but it

Peter Katholos has been an 
automatic choice in the nation- 
al team for some years, but 
because he fell out of favor 
with Olympic coach Manfréd 
Schaefer, he hasn't been get- 
ting a regular game. 


Of the other Olympic play- 
ers, Peter Raskopoulos is 
likely to force his way into the 
squad, as Arok is one of his 
most enthusiastic admirers. 
Tigerish midfielder Gary Phil- 
lips, Jim Patikas and Tony 
Dakos would be “‘outsiders’’. 

Marconi's David Lowe 
would have a great chance of 
selection, but he’s been out in- 
jured for a while, and there- 
fore is a doubtful proposition 
as far as Arok is concerned, 
unless Lowe suddenly resumes 
with a bang. 


Of the other Marconi play- 
ers, Bruce James, Tony Hen- 
derson and Tommy McCul- 
loch, would appear the best 
bets for the Socceroo squad, 
with Rod Brown and Joe Riz- 
zotto as ‘‘possibles’’. 

Makedonia did well in the 
NSL last season, and has built 
a powerful squad for its as- 
sault on the 1984 title. Gary 
Cole remains Makedonia’s 
leading candidate for the 
squad, Claude Lucchesi is a 
possibility, and in my opinion, 
Steve Potter definitely should 
be selected, as he is better and 
more experienced than most 
goalkeepers in Australia. 

Roy Cotton of Penrith could 
get achance at Socceroo level, 
for he’s shown his class for a 
long time and Frank Farina of 
Canberra is a ‘‘must’’. 

Of the NSL newcomers, it

Brisbane offers Kim Wish- 
art, and perhaps Danny 
Wright, while you can’t go past

Not for him this 
man marking and kick and 
rush stuff, 

As things turned out, Rudi 
became a forgotten man, 
quietly slipping out of Aust- 
ralia and returning to his 
native Argentina.

With players of the calibre 
of Keith Adams, Peter Lewis, 
Jim Campbell, Jeff Faulkner, 
Tommy Cumming and David 
Brogan, Croatia should justify 
its short win odds 


Should Lewis play left back, 
we're in for a real treat. He’ll 
then square up to ‘‘Mad Mick”’ 
McGorian in a no-holds barred 
contest between two ferocious 
competitors, both with plenty 
to prove. 


Lewis wants fo enhance his 
gronite reputation as a class 

efender and justify his switch 
from Green Gully Ajax this 
season. McGorian, not exactly 
enamored with being labelled 
simply as a hard, tough stri- 
ker, wants to also be recog- 
nised as a fine player. 


Sunshine-George Cross is 
proving well organised defen- 
sively but its NSL opponents so 
far — Ajax, Heidelberg and 
Adelaide City — aren’t as re- 
nowned for their attacking 
flair as is Croatia. So Sunday 
will be the big test for Tommy 
Traynor’s men 


And they'll find Brogan and 
Cumming, with Josip Biskic 
and Steve Gojevic out wide, a 
real handful. 


Steve Richardson, the 
former Glasgow Rangers de- 
fender, looks likely to mark 
Brogan. While Richardson is 
fine in the air, Croatia will be 
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laying balls into Brogan’s 
eet and he’ll be trying to turn 
Richardson. It should be an ab- 
sorbing clash and although 
Brogan appears more mobile, 
Richardson is a tough charac- 
ter. Actually, Brogan doesn’t 
allow defenders te dominate 
him in physical clashes, so this 
could be a fairly willing ex- 
change. 


Croatia, in Campbell and 
Faulkner, will get players for- 
ward far quicker than Sunshi- 
ne-George Cross. That’s going 
to put Richardson, Jim Reilly 
and Co. under tremendous 
pressure. It also should enable 
Croatia to create enough 
chances to win. 


Carl Gilder, the former 
Croatia striker, would like 
nothing better than to show his 
old side that he still is a good 
player. Maybe even bang ina 
goal, just to rub salt into old 
wounds. 


However, Gilder comes up 
against Sean Parton, who has 
developed n leaps and bounds 
since joining Croatia from 
Footscray J.U.S.T. in 1982. 
Parton has the pedigree to 
make his mark as a quality 
NSL stopper. He played in the 
Victorian youth team which 
won the national championship 
in 1979, and although his devel- 
opment stagnated at J.U.S.T., 
he again has blossomed, under 
John Gardiner and now Terry 
Hennessy. He's rapidly be- 
coming more than merely an 
under-rated player. 


Watch out for Soper 


Sydney Olympic and Sydney City are fea- 
tured on channel 0/28’s Match of the Day on 
Sunday at Pratten Park and Olympic striker 
Marshall Soper is firing.

and competitive Katholos adds much attacking bite te Manfred

It's Soper’s finishing ability which is so vital to Olympic. 
Sydney City coach Eddie Thomson may pit young Gerardo Gomez 
against Soper. If so, we'll find out just how good the physical 
aspects of Gomez's game are, for Soper is a ferocious competitor. 


Willie Murray and Joe Watson out wide pose problems for 
Olympic. Their ability to get in behind the defence and play balls 
into the area to John Kosmina is City’s strength but in young Tony 
Dakos, Olympic could have the answer to Kosmina’s attacking 


* bite. 


Kenny Boden is a different matter however. Ever elusive with 
superb goal sense, the veteran striker still is one of the leaders in 


his craft. 


Olympic goes into the match brimful of confidence but Sydney 
City has a fearsome big game reputation. It can win this derby. 
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between Hellas and Croatia are available through the 
Yietorian Soccer Federation. 
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Ray Farrugia, the only current European international 
playing in Australia, laughs off suggestions that Maltese 
players were bribed before crashing to a staggering 12-1 
Seville last December. 


defeat to Spain in 


“T heard about the Mal- 
tese federation in- 
vestigating bribery claims 
only after I arrived back in 
Australia,” said the 28- 
year-old Melita Eagles 
midfielder. 

“The result of their in- 
vestigation was that we 
(Malta) now have a Bulga- 
rian as our national coach 
and some of our players 
never again will play for 
the national team. 

**But I can tell you that 
it just was one of those 
games., We were doing 
well in the first half and 
Spain was leading 3-1 at 
half time. Please believe 
me when I tell you that 
every time Spain attacked 
in the second half, they 
scored. It was incredible.” 

Malta, with Farrugia in 
a defensive midfield role, 
had gone down 5-0 to Hol- 
land in Rotterdam four 
days earlier, leaving Spain 
with the task of winning by 
11 goals to qualify for the 
European Nations’ Cup 
finals in France this year. 
The stunning 12-1 scoreline 
was treated in Malta as a 
national scandal but Far- 
rugia, with four national 
team appearances, es- 
caped unscathed. 

“I thought that I had 
played well against Hol- 
land. The Dutch have a 
new, young team now, and 
I was marking one of their 
stars from Ajax Amster- 
dam. We left Malta with 
only 15 players in our 
squad and we lost three 
due to injury after playing 
Holland. That didn’t help 
much against the Spa- 
nish.’’ 

Farrugia has won three 
Maltese league 
championships and three 
cups with Floriana and two 
NSW State League 
championships with Meli- 
ta, the club he joined late 
in the 1978 season. 

He switched from Flo- 
riana’s right wing to cen- 
tral midfield to fill the gap 
left by player-coach Willie 
Vassallo’s departure to 
Green Gully Ajax in 1977. 

“Willie’s a fantastic 
coach, a fantastic player 


and a fantastic bloke. J 
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Willie Vassallo

haven’t spoken to him for a 
while but I hope he’s still 
doing well.’’ 

Like Vassallo, Farrugia 
has played against the 
cream of the club teams in 
Europe in all three major 
competitions — the Eu- 
ropean Cup, Cup Winner’s 
Cup and UEFA Cup. While 
Floriana is yet to win one 
of these major trophies, 
Farrugia’s experiences in 
Europe have been very 
successful. 

““‘We played against the 
great Polish side Slask 
Wroclaw in the 1970’s. Al- 
though we lost both games 
2-0, I met my wife Kasia. 
She was an interpreter for 
Slask.”’ 

Melita officials watched 
Farrugia in action for Flo- 
riana in 1978 against Pan- 
athinaikes and approached 
him after the match, offer- 
ing him terms. He accept- 
ed and arrived in Australia 
with Kasia, with just six 
games left in the NSW 
State League season. 
There was a hitch how- 
ever, with his clearance, 
so he played with Melita’s 
second grade side. 

“If I’m honest, I can say 
that Australian soccer is 
better than Maltese soc- 
cer. There is much more 
discipline here. If I walked 
up to training here, smo- 
king a cigarette, I'd be 
heavily fined, but you can 
get away with that sort of 
thing back home. 

‘“‘The problem wth 
soccer back home is that 
the government is Labor 
and the federation is made 
up of Liberals. The govern- 
ment doesn’t want to help 
soccer so much now.” 

Farrugia’s favorite 
player in the NSL is Dez 
Marton of St. George. 

“He doesn’t run much 
but when he does run, he 
makes the right run. He 
shows his experience 
every time I watch him. 

‘John Kosmina is the 
best centre-forward I’ve 
seen here. He’s strong and 
has the ability to take 
players on. I admire that.” 

Farrugia tips a top-five 
finish for Melita in this, its 
first NSL season. He tips 
St. George to finish on top 
of the Australian Confer- 
ence and South Melbourne 
Hellas to finish on top of 
the National Conference. 

“We played well against 
Sydney Croatia in our first 
NSL game. I honestly 
didn't think that we deser- 
ved to lose (2-1). We'll 
have a good season under 
Raul Blanco and his assist- 
ant Dennis Hogarth, the 
former Prague player. 

“With just one more for-

ward, a player who can put 
the ball into the back of the 
net, Melita would have a 
really good side. 

“I’ve known Raul (Blan- 
co) for a long time and I’ve 
got a lot of respect for 
him. I rate him as one of 
the best coaches in Austra- 
lia. He knows the game in- 
side-out. 

“T’'ve played for my 
country, I’ve played for 
NSW (against Victoria in 
Melbourne in 1980), I've 
won championships and 
cups in Malta and in the 
NSW State League. The 
only thing left for me is to 
play in a side that wins the 
NSL championship. [’m 
hoping to play for another 
four or five years, so I’ve 
got enough time to achieve 
that aim.”

An énizmatic carton:

Steve Gojevic epitomised 
Melbourne Croatia’s effort 
against Brisbane Lions at 
Green Gully Reserve on 
Sunday. 


In the opening 20 minutes, 
Gojevic’s tantalising skills 
were in full view: deft, one- 
touch passes, fluent runs into 
space; and clinical finishing 
near goal. 

Yet, the display of skill was 
to be short and sweet. After 
scoring in the 4th minute and 
delighting the crowd with a 
crisp volley in the llth minute 
and detighting the crowd with 
a crisp volley in the 1th 
minute (saved spectacularly 
by the Lions’ goalkeeper, 
Wayne Evans), Gojevic faded 
into obscurity. 

Slowly, but surely, his team- 
mates followed suit. However, 
it wasn’t one player’s demise 
that caused Croatia to 
squander a 2-0 lead, but a 
steady deterioration of collec- 
tive will. 

As Croatia’s workrate slip- 
ped from moderate to pedest- 
rian in the second half, the 
Stage was taken by 11 Brisbane 
Lions players, few of whom 
have the silky skills of Goje- 
vic. Their performance was 
one of persistence and grit. 

The two-goal advantage 
Croatia had accumulated 
while they had poise and pur- 
pose was just enough to with- 
stand the enterprising come- 
back of the Lions, who were 
rewarded with an equaliser in 
the 89th minute. 


The problem Croatia faces 
as a team is perhaps the same 


one facing Gojevic: con- 
sistency, In the young player’s 
case, consistency will no doubt 
come with experience. For the 
team, it may take a few more 
matches before new signings 
Jim Campbell] and Peter Lewis 
blend in fully, and positional 
changes by coach Terry Hen- 
nessy develop. 

But there can be no excuse 
for Jack of endeavor and on 
this charge all of the Croatia 
midfielders are guilty. The 
four players assigned to the 
middle of the park or there- 
abouts — Gojevic, Jim Camp- 
bell, Jeff Faulkner and Josip 
Biskic — ceased functioning 
five minutes after half time 

Terry Hennessy reacted 
ruthlessly. Biskic and Faulk- 
ner were dragged off in a 
double substitution in the 66th 
minute; the other two were 
saved the embarrassment by 
the rule permitting only two 
changes per team 

The pity was that Croatia 
striker Dave Brogan was in 
fine form, but was starved of 
the ball for most of the second 
half. Brogan played a promi- 
nent rote in both Croatia's 
goals and worked tirelessly in 
the forward line. 

Brogan shields the bali so 
well and ‘wins’ valuable_time 
for team-mates to make for- 
ward runs. He's lightning 
sharp on the turn and is quick 
to spot goalscoring opportuni- 
ties. 

Tommy Cumming was not 
us effective as usual, but his 
partnership with Brogan will

realise many pods this year. 


And, as is always the case with 
Cumming, he tried hard all 
day. 

Keith Adams had a good 
game at left back and featured 
in many Croatia attacks. It 
was his fine pass to brogan 
that led to Cumming’s goal in 
the 47th minute. 

Adams was played at full 
back and Tony Curcio went to 
the sweeper position. Whether 
this move is permanent is un- 
known, but many observers 
believe Adam's excellent pass- 
ing ability is more suited toa 
central defensive position in 
which he would gain more pos- 
session 

After the match, Brisbane 
Lions’ coach Harry Noon wore 
the smile of a man bursting to 
say: ‘‘I told you so.’’ Noon’s 
game plan was to defend up 
the hill (Green Gully’s ground 
falls away 0.75 metres from 
goal to goal) in the first half, 
perhaps concede only one goal, 
and then swarm forward in the 
second half. Apart from a few 
hiccups, this is how the game 
went. 


In a short time, Noon has 
moulded a competitive team 
with a sprinkling of class. John 
Charlton, who played in Tas- 
mania for several seasons, is a 
busy sweeper who often joins 
in attacking moves.

“Thad a raging fever for 
a couple of weeks, I got 
delirious and hallucinated. 
The first time was the 
worst. I’ve only had it 
twice since, but in milder 
doses. It can be contain- 
ed,’’ Blasby said. 

Blasby’s appetite, however, 
still runs rampant. He eats 
quarter pounders with cheese 
like someone with a season's 
ticket to McDonald's. He’s 
also partial to Chinese food. 

“T remember back in the 
70’s sitting at home, pretty 
bored, mid-week, There was 
no training because Victoria 
was playing against Atromi- 
tos, a Greek side that was tou; 
ring at the time. I decided to 
go and have a look at the 
game. I went to the city first 
and had a four-course Chinese 
meal, then went straight to 
Olympic Park. AIl these 
Greeks from Heidelberg grab- 
bed me as soon as I walked in 
the gates and told me that I 
was playing for Atromitos be- 
cause their goalkeeper wasn’t 
fit. I had my training gear in 
the boot of the car so I went 
and got it. The match was due 
to kick-off at 8.30 pm. I was 
getting changed at 8.20 pm. I 
didn’t have time for any 
nerves, God knows what the 
Greeks would have thought if 
I'd spewed up. Anyway we 
drew 1-1 with Victoria. There 
was me, just after this meal, 
not being able to speak Greek 
and the Atromitos players not 
knowing a word of English. I 
got.a rating of nien out of 10 for 
my performance. Just shows 
you, eh?’ 

Blasby returned to England 
in 1973, to visit his parents and 
grandparents and spent two 
weeks with Manchester 
United’s youth team. He also 
played with Eastbourne 
United in the Southern League. 

Pines held a dance to raise 
enough money for Blasby's 
return late that year and in 
1974 he captained the side, 
then in the Provisional Lea- 
gues, 

The next season was his first 
in “the big time’. He joined 
Albion Rovers, then in the 
Metropolitan First Division. 

“It was a big move for me. I 
was getting $15 a win. I didn’t 
know much about contracts 
then. 

“Bobby McLachlan was the 
coach and Ian Reid, Gordon 
Cameron, John “Pryde and 
Ernie Ackerley were in the 
first team. I was in and out of 
the side. It was a bad season 
for me. 

“That was my first ex- 
perience of being screamed at. 
I couldn't have had a better 
teacher than Bobby on that 
score. It was frightening at 
first, 

“I lost interest, to tell you 
the truth. At the end of the 
season I saw this advert in the 
papers from a club in New 
Zealand called Dunedin. They 
were looking for players so I 
wrote to them. When they 
found out that there was $500 
on my head they refused to pay 
it. So I went to watch Heidel- 
berg playing and one of the 
committeemen invited me to 
training. I joined Heidelberg 
and Albion got $250 and Pines 
got $250." 

It was one of his benders in 
1978 which ended Blasby’s as- 
sociation with Heidelberg. In 
that time he’d been under a 
few different coaches. What 
has he got to say about some of 
them? 

‘Jack Reilly is a great 
coach for goalkeepers. He 
helped me a lot. He hurt me a 
lot too, at training, but it was 
worth it. He’s a very emotio- 
nal coach. We had a pretty 
aera year but I enjoyed my- 
self, 

“Jim Adam had this fixation 
with white poles. About 20 or 
30 of them. They'd be stuck all 
over the ground when you 
came out for training and 
you'd keep running and run- 
ning around them. He'd also 
play music to get us in the 
right mood before a game. It 
didn’t do me much good. Our 
tastes in music weren't the sa- 
me."" 

Blasby’s musical tastes 
often flourished at parties but 
he's decided that a profes- 
sional singing career no longer 
is for him. 

“Somehow, I don't think I'l] 
make a career out of it now, 
but I'll keep singing on social 
occasions."’ 

He joined Melbourne 
Croatia for the 1979 season, an 
outstanding one. With Blasby 
in goal, the side won the State 
League championship, Dock- 
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Canberra and Brunswick Juventus turn on a thriller

erty and State League Cups 
Blasby has been an almost per- 
manent fixture in the first 
team ever Since. 

There have been iows at 
Croatia though. One hit hard in 
1981 when he was accused, 
along with Carl Gilder and 
Steve Short, of taking a bribe 
to throw a vital league game 
against eventual champion 
Green Gully Ajax. 

“T take everything to heart. 
I know that’s wrong. I know I 
shouldn't do it, but that’s me 
When I’m told that I’m to 
blame for a defeat, it really 
hits me. I worry a lot about 
things like that. 

“A lot of our supporters still 
think that we were bribed, you 
know. I spoke to one over a 
beer aftr we had played Mor- 
well down in Morwell last year 
and he told me that he reckons 
I threw the game against 
Gully. That hurts.”’ 

There also have been good 
times off the field with 
Croatia. 

Tasmania seems to have a 
strange effect on Blasby. Ian 
Gibson and a Hobart hotel 
manager can testify to that. So 
too, can a pair of security 
guards at Hobart airport 

“Croatia was over there on 
an end-of-season trip and I just 
decided to be a psychopath at 
the airport. So here’s me toss- 
ing weird looks at everyone 
and sliding along this wall, 
peering from side to side, 
when these two security blokes 
see me. So I went and hid in 
this trolly and started to move 
it. They grabbed me and made 
me put the trolley back. We 
went to the bar for a few 
drinks and I did the psy- 
chopath bit again, It didn’t go 
down too well with some 
people in the bar.”” 

John Gardiner, now coach- 
ing Poloniain the Victorian 
State League, worked hard 
with Blasby at Croatia. 

“T owe Johnny a lot and I 
want to take this opportunity 
to publicly thank him for 
everything he’s done for me. 
We spent a lot of time on Sat- 
urday mornings and after 
work, improving my game. 
I'm a better player for having 
worked under him.” 

And what of his current 
coach, former Welsh inter- 
nationai captain Tery Hennes- 
sy? 

“He's very down-to-earth, 
he tells you straight, exactly 
what he thinks. He certainly 
hasn’t got any favorites and 
that’s something I respect. 
Terry’s very professional in 
everything he does an [’m sure 
that he'll do well for himself 
here, especially once he 
settles in. 

“Croatia should have a good 
year, We've got Jimmy Camp- 
bell and Peter Lewis now and 
that’s going to be a reai bonus. 
We're still letting in silly 
goals. That has to stop. But as 
a bunch of lads the Croatia 
players are great. Every one 
of them. If everyone sticks to- 
gether and helps edch other, 
we'll all do well for ourselves

He wants 
to get back 


into limelight 


Twenty minutes as a sub- 
stitute way back in 1977 quali- 
fied Theo Selemidis for in- 
clusion in a select group of 
players whose number is di- 
minishing by the season. 


Selemidis is one of 17 players who 
have served only one club since the 
start of the National Lague eight 
years ago and made senior appear- 
ances in every one of these seasons. 

He is the only Victorian in that group — 
and what’s more the youngest at 24. 

So he could well end up outlasting them 
all to claim a unique record — providing 
he renews his contract with Heidelberg in 
the next few days. 

The select group includes veteran stars 
like Joe Watson, Murray Barnes, Steve O’- 
Connor, Bugsy Nyskohus and Alan Niven, 
all of whom are around 30. 

Among those likely to drop out of the 
running for the record are Allan Maher 
and Paul Degney, neither of whom is in 
the Marconi first team squad this season, 
and Willie Conner of Brisbane City who 
had one solitary appearance — as substi- 
tute — last season. 

Selemidis was a raw 16-year-old — and 
was thrust into the big derby against South 
Melbourne Hellas. 

The game ended in a 1-1 draw and still 
lives fresh in Theo's mind. 

“Playing in the big derbies is one of the 
highs for any Heidelberg player and it was 
a thrill to play in that match. 

It was only the second record round of 
the season and I came on to play as a wing- 
er. 











“Jim Adam was the coach at Heidel- 
berg then. I had just joined the club during 
the close season and had a similar 20 
minute run in a friendly game against 
Hellas which we won 3-0 a few weeks be- 
fore. 

“In that sense you could say I had some 
experience, so I wasn’t overawed. 

“But that was the only run I got in the 
first team and all I was basically doing 
was training with the first team squad the 
rest of the year."’ 

A lot of water has passed under the 
bridge since then, among them an NSL top 
four winners’ medal, two runner-up posi- 
tions in the league, representing Australia 
at youth and senior levels and being ap- 
pointed captain of the side. 

At 24, he is one of the youngest skippers 
in the NSL and the move already has paid 
off by bringing Selemidis out of his shell 
more. 

“Up till now I’ve always been among 
the younger plyers in the side, and I’ve 
been pretty quiet. 

“After all, what could one tell the likes 
of Jimmy Rooney, Jim Campbell and 
Gary Cole except the occasional ‘man on’ 
or a call for the ball? 

“Now I find myself the oldest member 
of the team and I find I have gained con- 
fidence. As the captain I’ve got to accept 
the responsibility of encouraging players 
and so far I’ve been quite happy with my 
performances.” 

Selemidis sprang into the Socceroos’ 
senior side at 20 and is one of the few left 
in Australia with a good word for former 
national coach Rudi Gutendorf. 

“I never got to play for a full game in 
the 14 internationals in which I represent- 
ed Australia. Gutendorf either used me as 
a substitute or started with me and then 
took me off. 

“But at least Gutendorf always had his -

eye on me and did give the opportunity. He 
took me with the youth team to New Zea- 
land and South America and then pro- 
moted me into the seniors. 


“Everybody has heard some of the 
Stories that came out of the European tour 
but I’m not one to put him down, because 
it was he who gave me a chance. 

“TI enjoyed and learned from the ex- 
perience of travelling with the Socceroos 
and the real shame is that I’ve been shrug- 
ged aside since then.’”’

“T certainly am at fault there because 
I've only scored a handful in all these sea- 
sons. That is something I hope to change 
this season. 

“‘In the past I’ve concentrated too much 
on defensive duties, Now I have the con- 
fidence and hopefuly the freedom to be 
more of an attacking midfielder.” 

Despite playing under several big-name 
coaches like Len McKendry, John Marga- 
ritis and Manny Poulakakis, Selemidis 


names a junior coach — Oscar Montalva 
— as the man who probably taught him 
most in soccer. 

“I’ve learned something from each 
coach I've played under but at senior level 
I’ve probably learned more from the 
players played alongside. 

“Branko Buljevie was one of my favor- 
ite player and I’ve been helped by the likes 


of Jimmy Rooney, Jim Tansey and Pat 


Bannon. 

“Montalva, who is a former Chilean 
international, was one of the best coaches 
I’ve had a far as learning the basics was 
concerned.” 


Selemidis would not be drawn into pick- 
ing a Heidelberg best eleven from the 
players with whom he was played. 

“Just starting with the goalkeeping 
position would present problems — there 
you have Yakka Banovic and Jeff Olver. 

“How could I possibly leave Jeff out 
when he’s one of my best buddies — he’d 
never let me forget it. . 

“Generally I’d go for the 1980 sid 
which won the Top Four and finished run- 
ner-up both in the League and NSL Cup.” 

The present-day Heidelberg side cannot 
be compared with that side but the mid- 
fielder will not hear talk of a relegation 
battle for his young team, 

“With the players we’ve got now we've 
got enough strength to leave the bottom 
way below us. We'll finish somewhere 
round the middle of the table. 

“With maybe the addition of another ex- 
perienced midfielder and forward we 
could even give the giants scare. 

“Whatever you do, don’t write us off — 
we've already proved we won’t be any 
pushover with the game we gave Hellas in 
the opening round — regardless of the 
final result.” 









Jack Charlton, capped 35 times 
for England.

In 1973 Brisbane Lions’ John 
Charlton was offered an appren- 
ticeship by Sheffield Wednes- 
day. It was a chance to make 
soccer his career and the oppor- 
tunity which fills the dreams of 
every young soccer player. 


John Chariton, the son of famous England 
international Jackie Chariton and the 
nephew of the equally famous BSobby 
Charlton, replied by quitting the game for 
nearly three years. 

Why? Because the club refused to treat the 
youngster like every other player. 

“They were going to change my name. They 
said people would think I had got the appren- 
ticeship only because my father was Jackie 
Charlton,'’ John recalls 

“That really got to me, People had said 
things like that before but until then it never 
really worried me. But to change my name 
would have meant to admit that up until then, 
1 had been using dad’s name to get places. 

‘That has never happened and never will. 

“I wanted to make it as John Charlton be- 
cause John Charlton was a good enough player 
to make it, not because his father played for 
England, and if I couldn’t do that then I didn’t 
want to play at all,"’ John said 

“I can honestly say I have never used my 
father’s name to get me anywhere. Obviously 
at times certain doors have opened because 
my name is Charlton but that has been other 
people's doing. 

“IT have never pushed the fact and more 
times than not I have been turned off by 
people who took that approach,"’ John said. 

It’s not that John isn’t proud to be a 
Charlton, in fact he admires his father and 
what he has achieved. But because the family 
has been in the public spotlight for as long as 
he can remember, John has learned to be 
humble and take everything in his stride. 

He has done television advertisements, ap- 
peared on his father’s “This is Your Life’”’ and 
even went with him to Buckingham Palace. 

John accepted long ago that he is a member 
of a famous family, but it took him longer to 
accept the fact that people will compare him 
with his father and will go out of their way to 
taunt him with accusations that he is riding on 
the family reputation. 

Nearly every time John takes the field, 
some ‘‘smarty'’ makes a crack about his 
father, who played 35 times for England, won 
a World Cup, Football League and FA Cup 
medals in a career which saw him play 629 
league matches. 

But now, John has heard all the smart 
remarks before and in his own words: “It’s 
like water off a duck’s back"’. 

The big strong defender, who despite his de- 
nials, does look a little like his father, is deter- 
mined to be himself and a player judged on his 
own merits 

“Anyone who tried to compare me with my 
father or uncle Bobby is wasting his time. I

I should be judged on how I perform 
against my opponents, not on how I perform 
compared with my father,” said John, who 
was signed last month by Lions from Tasma- 
nian State League side Juventus, 

Lions is a far cry from Leeds where the 
John Charlton story starts. 

John was born in Leeds on January 30, 1959. 
By the time he was five years old he was like 
any other Sas te and wanted to go to work 
with his dad. 

But for John. dad’s “work” happened to be 
the legendary Elland Road and his father’s 
work-mates some of the most famous foot- 
ballers in Britain; Players like Billy Brem- 
ner, Johnny Giles, Norman Hunter and Paul 
Madeley. 

John and Giles’ son Michael, were the only 
two older kids among the Leeds ‘‘family"”’ and 
the whole team made the youngsters their 
own 

They attended training sessions, virtually 
had a free reign through the stadium and

ford’s free transfer list. 

Wily Colchester manager Dick Graham re- 
alised that he still had some good soccer left 
though and secured his services.

But John got a team going and even talked 
his father into being coach.

It was while playing at Smeaton that John 
was asked to play for Pudsey Juniors, a

John, and another player named Terry 
Coleman, accepted positions with Caledonians 
in the Tasmanian State League. The pair was 
in Australia a week when Coleman heard 
Guisborough had reached the final eight of the 
Vase and he went home to play in the final — 
which Guisborough lost 2-0 to Hungerford 

John was left on his own, but determined to 
pive it a go 

Once he started playing in Tasmania John 
faced the same verbal taunting he had ex-

“When I didn't react they eventually 
stopped,’ John said. 

After playing a season with Caledonians, 
which included winning a championship 
medal, he was approached by Rapid — which 
is sponsored by Wrest Point Casino. 

“I was looking for work and said 1 would 
transfer if they got me a job in the casino,"' 
John said 

John was trained as a croupier which start- 
ed a new and exciting chapter in his life. 

“1 love the casino life In fact I would say I 
am probably a better croupier than soccer 
player,’’ John said,

game of cards. I went back to England last 
year for a holiday and took a trip down to 
Monte Carlo I won enought on the tables in one 
night to pay for the trip.” 

After winning the championship with Rapid, 
John transferred yet again. He moved to

failed,-the death of 
this famous club 
would have been 
unique in the annals 
of the English Foot- 
ball League. 


For, unlike the unlucky 13 
that pre-deceased them, 
from Aberdare to Work- 
ington, the Haddicks haven't 
fatled on the field, but in 
their book-keeping, more a 
case of being stabbed by the 
accountant'’s quill than of 
being booted out, as it were 

Indeed, the irony of the 
situation is that the popular 
South London club was on 
the rise again. Last year’s 
average attendance of 7193 
gave it an overall rise of 11,- 
434 for the season, a highly 
respectable performance in 
days of falling attendances, 
and was sitting in eighth 
place on the Second Division 
ladder. 

Charlton, one of the later 
arrivals in league football, 
turned professional in 1920, 
having been founded in 1905 
as first East Street Mission 
and then becoming Charlton 
Reds, and gained admission 
to the Third Division South 
in 1921 

Its ground at the Valley, a 
natural amphitheatre, is 
easily the largest in London, 
and before the days of crowd 
restrictions and safety 
measures, easily held 75,000, 
in fact 75,031 watched 
Charlton's Fifth Round F.A 
Cup tie there against Aston 
Villa in 1938 

Charlton's history is bound 
up with the F_A. Cup 

In its second year it 
caused a sensation when it 
eliminated Manchester City, 
Preston and West Bromwich 
Albion before going down to 
eventual winner Bolton Wan- 
Gerers in the Fourth Round 

And, of course, the pin- 
nacle of the club’s achieve- 
ments came in 1947 when it 
carried off the Cup, beating 
Burnley 1-0 after losing one 
of the great finals the year 
before to the star-studded 
Derby County side that in- 
cluded such greats as Vic 
Woodley, Raich Carter, 
Peter Docherty, Jackie 
Stamps and Dally Duncan. 

Charlton lost the '46 Final 
in extra time after its luck- 
less wing-half Bert Turner 
had scored for both sides, 
the first time to down the 
gallant Reds, but Chartton's 
ebullient manager, Jimmy 
Seed, consoled his players

Ailing British club Charlton Athletic was hauled back from the 
brink of extinction by an eleventh-hour agreement in the High 
Court. 

Mr Justice Mervyn Davies, approving an eagerly anticipated 
rescue plan, agreed to order the Official Receiver, in charge of 
the Second Division club under a winding-up order, to sell the 
club‘s assets to a consortium which will resurrect it as “Charlton 
1984°*. 

The order was made 25 minutes before the 5 pm deadline set 
by the Football League. 

Afterwards lawyers for the Receiver and the Suniley property 
group, which heads the consortium, rushed by taxi to the Lea- 
‘gue’s London headquarters in Cannon Street to thrash out final 
details. 

The agreement, under which the consortium guarantees to pay 
off most of the club’s debts — at one stage estimated at over one 
million stg. {$1.57 milfion} — was so hastily concluded that 
lawyers had not read all the details even as they came into court. 

The consortium will buy the club‘s registration for a nominal 
700 stg ($157) and its players at a value to be assessed (350,000 
Stg. or 549,500 Aust, according to an estimate given at an earlier 
court hearing).

in '47 Charlton beat Burn- 
ley in an instantly forget- 
table final eniivened only in 
the memory’s eye by the 
sight of the only goalscorer 
of the game, Chris Duffy, 
running exultantly almost 
the whole length of the pitch 
before being caught by his 
joyous team-mates. In those 
days of long shorts, short 
haircuts and gold necklaces 
worn only by women, it was 
the first display of exhibi- 
tionism later raised to a fine 
art by Charlie George 

Chariton’s history  in- 
cludes one very odd item. 
The ball burst for the very 
first time in a Cup final 
during the Chariton v. Derby 
County "46 Final. 

The two teams met again 
in a postponed League match 
five days after the Final, and 
lo and behold, the ball burst 
again 

Then, as if to strain 
credulity to the very limit, 
the ball burst again in the °47 
Final between Charlton and 
Burnley, and it never has 
happened since. 

No account of Charlton’s 
history would be complete 
without a mention of two of 
the game’s outstanding char- 
acters, Jimmy Seed and Sam 
Bartram, both of them Geor- 
dies, oddly enough. 

Seed’s story, both as a 


player and a manager, Is a 
romantic one, almost “Boys 
Own Paper” stuff 


Born in Whitburn, County 
Durham, he joined Sunder- 
land as an 18 year old in 1914, 
then had to go off to war and 
was badly gassed 


On his return, he was re- 
jected as unfit by Sunder- 
land, and he languished in 
non-League soccer with Mid- 
Rhondda of South Wales 
until Tottenham manager 
Peter McWilliam snapped 
him up, and in the 1921 Cup 


Gutendorf steps in 
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pass that sefyp Jintmy Dim: 
mock but he also played his 
first game for England. In 
1927, aged 32, he was tranfer- 
red to Sheffield Wednesday 
and in three seasons helped 
Wednesday to two con- 
secutive league 
championships before retir- 
ing to manage Clapton Ori- 
ent 


In 1933 he arrived at the 
Valley to take over the newly 
relegated Charlton Athletic 
Such was his drive that he 
lifted the club from the 
Third Division South to the 
First Division in three sea- 
sons, and indeed Charlton 
almost won the First Divi- 
sion championship at its first 
attempt, finishing second to 
Manchester City in '36-37, 
and in the next three seasons 
up to the outbreak of the 
War, Charlton never was out 
of the top four 


Red-headed Bartram was 
one of the game’s great 
characters, as well as prob- 
ably the best goalkeeper 
never to be capped for Eng- 
land, standing as he did in 
the shadow of men like Vic 
Woodley, Harry Holdcroft, 
Harry Hibbs, Ted Sagar and 
Frank Swift. 


Many other famous 
players have worn the red 
shirt, remarkably enough, 
several South Africans, such 
as the graceful John Hewis, 
capped for Scotland, Sud O'- 
Linn, Stuart Leary and the 
famous Eddie Firmani, who 
was capped for Italy and 
then came back to manage 
Charlton for a spell. 

Ted Croker has happy 
memories of the Valley too. 
He played right back in the 
Cup winning side of ‘47, and 
now is the secretary of the 
Football Association 


Ex-Socceroo coach Rudi Gutendorf officially assumed 
the position of chief coach to Yomiuri F.C. in January and 
will be trying to help his new club retain the champion- 
ship of the Japan Soccer League. 


But Gutendorf can take little credit for Yomiuri’s success at the 
end of last season, for he was then employed in only a advisory 


capacity. 


‘Realising that West German coaches are held in high regard by 
the Japanese soccer hierarchy, Yomiuri apparently has decided to 
engage one in the hope he will wield sufficient influence to bring 


profassionalism to fruition. 


Yomiari’s first choice was the man primarily responsible for 
this esteem — Dettmar Cramer, coach of the Japanese national 
team which won the bronze medal at the 1968 Olympics, before 
returning home to achieve European Champions’ Cup success 


with Bayern Munich. 


Cramer however preferred to remain at Bayer Levrkusen, but 
recommended Gutendorf ta the Tokyo club.

Too many faults 


in national 
coaching scheme 





Developmental 
coaching is perhaps 
one of the truly 
‘grey’ areas of soc- 
cer. No doubt, the 
soccer public at large 
knows little about it, 
and probably is not 
particularly inter- 


ested either. 

After all, it is the end prod- 
uct that grabs the imagination, 
and developmental coaches 
normally are seldom seenin 
the arena where it all happens 
and are rarely associated with 
current events which would be 
of interest to soccer fans, or 
indeed club officials. 


PETER WINDSOR 
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elected president of Victorian club More- 
land, ‘‘our new club rooms will be com- 
pleted by the 1985 season. The Coburg 
Council will embark on a $250,000 con- 
struction program this year."’ 

Campbell explained that the Club was poorly positioned off 
the field because of a lack of facilities. The dressing rooms and 
club room buildings have been condemned for many years and 
now, finally, the work will start. 

“Of course,” said Campbell, ‘‘this will not solve the other 
difficulties facing the club. We still have to contend with cricket 
on Campbell Reserve, which means that we cannot effectively 
trian or hold practise matches.” 

He explained that the Coburg 3rd eleven used the ground for 
cricket. This is not District or any other senior competition, but 
is in fact a social club. 

Campbell complains of lost revenue of up to $30,000 a year 
and he puts great faith in the fact that the council is beginning 
to realise that Moreland is the most senior club in the area and 
that the cost of a turf wicket for social cricket is not easy to 
justify. 

From the point of view of the playing staff, Campbell says 
this will be a very trying period for Moreland, 

Three players have retired (prematurely in this writer's 
opinion) — Peter Oakes (Sweeper), Mickey Waters (centre 
back) and Bernie Nadolny (striker) 

There is a lot of experience going out with these players and 
it will be up to the young boys to carry the club through. The 
young players will be expected to maintain Moreland’s Ist divi- 
sion status. 

The club has a strong committee this year, which results 
from the amalgamation of the junior club with the seniors. 

“They are a very dedicated bunch,”’ said the president, ‘‘with 
long-time members like Bob Murdoch still involved.” 

Despite the loss of Fred Pace after 12 years, Campbell is 
confident that this committee will be successful. 

There was talk of amalgamation with Coburg, but this will 
not happen. 

Campbell feels that Moreland, around now for 52 years, has a 
tradition and history to be proud of. ‘‘This Club must stand on 
its own,” he said. “If others with to join us, they will be made 
welcome, but we will keep faith with our long-term supporters 
and we will continue to attract new people.” 

The local Coburg community will be pleased to know that the 
club will continue to provide facilities for all kids in the area. 

Jimmy McRobert joined Moreland at the start of the 1983 
season. Jimmy started is career on an “‘S” form with Galsgow 
Rangers. He then played for St. Johnstone, Hamilton and finally 
a ante Jimmy came to Australia and enjoyed 13 years at Sun- 
shine. 

Half way through last season, McRobert found himself em- 
barking upon a coaching career when Duncan McKay ‘‘di- 
sappeared’’. Moreland decided that because McRobert took 
over in difficult circumstances, he should be given the oppor- 
tunity to continue for 1984. He accepted the challenge. 

McRobert is aware of the retirement of three important ex- 
perienced players, but believes that the young boys can do the 
job. 
“They are good in training and in the few matches we have 
played, but they lack the killer touch at the moment. But don’t 
worry, we will surprise a few division one sides thie year,"’ he 
said 

“Billy Murray and Box Hill are typical of the success which 
is just around the corner for clubs and coaches if they have faith 
in young players."’ 

McRobert names Daryn Pace, Sam Asvestas, Steve Chetcuti 
and Albert Paolini as being the up-and-coming boys. 

He is also expecting a lot from the marginally more ex- 
perienced players, like Mark McDonald, Stuart Monagan and 
Pat O’Connor. 

While he does not believe in playing coaches, Jimmy has no 
choice at this time 

“The appointment of John Cockran as my assistant, will 
help,’ says Jimmy. ‘“‘John is good with the kids and has the 
respect of all the players. He will be able to ‘keep it going’ on 
the ground.” 

McRobert refused two lucrative offers to coach State League 
teams. ‘I accepted the Moreland job because of the outstanding 
opportunity to be judged for reasons other than winning games. 
My success at Moreland will be determined by the rate of devel- 
opment of the junior players. This might be a little frustrating 
for our Supporters at times, but they must bear with us. Natur- 
ally we must win games, and we will win our share of them.” 

Moreland’s management and supporters are right behind 
Jimmy McRobert, and if determination, enthusiasm and appli- 
cation are contagious, Jimmy will be spreading them around 
Moreland. — TERRY CALLAGHAN

out by developmental coaches 
has long-term objectives, 
rather than the week to week, 
match to match involvement 
of fans and officials. It follows 
therefore, that to judge the 
work of a developmental 
coach, one needs time and it is 
much harder to analyse than 
the efforts of a competitive 
coach, who has to justify his 
existance and re-affirm his 
position practically at each 
training session and certainly 
each time his team takes the 
field 

So, what are developmental 
coaching and the Australian 
coaching scheme all about? 

To put it in a nutshell, its 
objectives are to improve 
coaching standards, resulting 
in an improvement of playing 
standards at all levels 

It is all about gathering, 
analysing, digesting informa- 
tion on all aspects of the game 
and imparting it through what- 
ever channels the system pro- 
vides — coaching courses, 
seminars, clinics etc, etc 

It should also strive to in- 
crease the channels of com- 
munications to reach the opti- 
mum number of relevant 
people possible, thus ensuring 
that in technical matters we 
are aiming at a common goal. 

Theoretically therefore, it 
may take years to determine 
whether we are heading in the 
right direction of not, and it is 
difficult to ‘‘pin the tail on the 
donkey” even then. 

I was quite intrigued to read 
Tim White’s comments (Soc- 
cer Action, 7/3/84) aimed at 
Andrew Dettre’s criticism of 
the coaching scheme. Tim, I 
think, missed the point by a 
mile! Firstly, trying to direct- 
ly relate coaches’ or players’ 
achievements to coaching 
courses (regardless under 
what system they are held) is 
ridiculous! 

There are many and com- 
plex issues which have an in- 
fluence on a player’s devel- 
opment. Coaching is only one 
of them. I firmly believe that 
coaching courses are very 
beneficial and necessary, and 
no doubt all candidates attend- 
ing learn a lot. However, 
courses are not meant to 
create coaches. They provide 
guidance and help the partici- 
pants to develop, but it is up to 
the individual to achieve his 
optimum potential, and if his 
best is not good enough, no 
amount of study and attending 
of courses will change that! 

Anyway, if Tim wants to 
relate success to the coaching 
scheme, one could say that 
perhaps the only great 
achievement we can point to — 
qualifying for the World Cup 
final in 1974, was achieved 
prior to the introduction of the 
current scheme! We have had 
nothing but failures since 

Secondly, it takes only a few 
weeks of course attendance to 
qualify as a senior coach under 
our setup (provided of course, 
that you pass the exminations 
at each leavel), as opposed to 
years of study in some other 
countries. 

If you fail, of course, then it 
may take ‘‘a long time and a 
lot of effort striving to gain the 
exclusive qualifications’ as 
Tim puts it. However, repea- 
ting the same material over 
and over again can hardly be 
compared with the material 
which has to be absorbed in 
Holland or West Germany for 
example! 

Anyway, it is a matter of 
opinion, how long these 
courses should last, and while 
1 think that at these courses, a 
lot more material should be 
covered. The time in- 
volvement must suit our par- 
ticular part-time soccer setup 

In addition to concentrated 
off-season attendance, com- 
pulsory, say once a week, 
evening classes should be in- 
cluded in the curriculum at 
each level 

We cannot expect our 
coaches to study full time for 
years. After all, there are not 
the same employment op- 
portunities au.d financial re- 
wards, in Australia, as there 
are in Holland, West 
Germany, and so on. 


At any rate, I shall cover the 
subject of course organisation 
and material in a following ar- 
ticle. The failure of the coach- 
ing scheme lies not in what it 
has done; rather in what it has 
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Prior to the appointment of 
Eric Worthington as national 
coaching director, we already 
had a coaching scheme. We 
had coaches’ organisations at 
State and national levels, and 
courses were conducted regu- 
larly in each State. 


Most of this work was done 
on a voluntary basis with min- 
imal official recognition and 
financial assistance. 

Coaches like ‘Uncle’ Joe 
Viasits, Denes Adrigan, Joe 
Venglos, Rale Rasic, Vic Jan- 
czyk, Ozzie Norris and Jim 
Adam, just to name a few, 
were involved, and so were 
many other junior and senior 
coaches who sacrificed their 
free time to improve Austral- 
ian soccer. : 

A lot was achieved, a lot of 
mistakes were made, but 
there was a foundation to build 
on, a basis for better things to 
come 

We all hoped that with the 
advent of officially recognised 
Directors of Coaching and 
financial support, the status of 
the coaching structure would 
improve, and channels of com- 
munication would be put on a 
broader basis to reach all 
coaches, regardless of what 
level they were coaching at. 

Instead, the coaches feder- 
ations were demolished and 
replaced by a new structure, 
which can only be described as 
discriminatory and a ‘closed 
shop’’. 

In conclusion, I summarise 
the major faults of the scheme 
as I see them: 

e The scheme talks of uniform 
coaching standards, yet failed 
to introduce licensing of 
coaches at all levels linked 
with compulsory course attan- 
dance 

e It favors coaches with senior 
coaching ambitions, yet our 
need is much greater at junior 
level. 

e The scheme and those who 
implemment it, failed to rec- 
ognise the multi-racial make- 
up of Australian soccer and in- 
deed, the Australian society as 
.a whole 

e It failed to expand on the 
pioneering work done prior to 
its inception 

I trust that we have at least 
learned from the mistakes of 
the past, and the next nine 
years will bring benefits to all 
the coaching fraternity and 
consequently to the whole of 
Australian soccer, rather than 
a selected few!
